Attorney ‘Angrily Protests at’ 
Policeman’s Methods Amid 
Crowd at Fourth and Pine. 


TYPIST CALLS THE POLICE 


Prisoner Decjares He Struck C, 
J. Anderson Only When 
Threatened in Office.

A crowd of hundreds, surrounding 
a patrol box on Pine street, opposite 
the Planters Hotel entrance, Thurs- 
day afternoon, heard the excited pro- 
test of Attorney Paul Dillon, who just 
had been arrested as the result of a 
fight in the office of Charles J. And- 
erson, room 608, Laclede Building. 
Dillon at ‘*the patrol box objected 
vehemently to being required to ride 


to police headquarters in a patrol 
Wagon, and declared the policeman 
who insisted on making him undergo 
such humil n would suffer. The 
wagon was.Called, however, and the 
attorney ‘was taken to headquarters 
in it~ 

Persons in the crowd took sides in- 
Dillon’s argument with the policeman 
and passersby on Broadway and Fourth 
street turned aside to see what the 
trouble was about. 

Dillon Strikes Anderson. 

The policeman who arrested Dillon 
was called by a girl stenographer in 
Anderson’s office after Dillon had struck 
Anderson in the face, causing the blood 
to flow. 

Dillon is the son of Daniel Dillon, 
one of the best-known St. Louis law- 
vers. He is a graduate of St. Lotiis 
University. 

Dillon went to Anderson’s office with 

a client, I. G. Emerick of 3923 West 
Belle place, a boarding house propfie- 
tor. The Ozark Land Co., for which 
Anderson is attorney, had won a suit in 
Justice of the Peace Luce’s court 
against Emerick for $172.50. 
According to Anderson, Dillon .pro- 
posed to settle, the verdict for a small- 
‘é@r sum than the amount of the judg- 
ment, and said that Anderson had 
promised to take less. Anderson said 
he denied thisassertion. 

The word “liar’’ passed between -the 
two and Dillon’s blow then was struck. 
Dillon said afterward that Anderson 
threatened him with a paperweight be- 
fore he struck Anderson. Anderson'‘ad- 
mitted he had a paperweight in his 
hand. At this juncture the stenographer 
ran for a policeman. ‘ 

Dillon got a friend in the crowd to 
telephone to his father to ask the lat- 
ter to arrange for a bondsman. Ander- 
son went in the patrol wagon as a com- 
plainant. 

As the case will result in nothing more 
serious than mi8d@emeanor charges, the 
patrol wagon ride might have - been 
avoided had Chief Young’s identifica- 
tion card plan been in force, and had 
Dillon had such a card. 

At the Central District Station, Dillon 
made a cross-charge against Anderson, 
and the’ latter made a charge against 
-Emerick, who, he said, abetted the at- 
taek. The three will be heard in ape 
Clark Aventie Police Court.

{Man’s Altered Name Gives In- 
surance Sleuth Clew to Miss- 
ing Clyde Sims.

Prisoner: Not Expected to Be 
Prosecuted on Insurance 
Fraud Charge. 


After Clyde Marcellus Sims, now a 
prisoner in the Central District Hold- 
over, had concealed his identity for 10 
years, he was tracked down. by F. C. 
Shoemaker, an adjuster for the Trav- 


furnished by a five-year-old St: Louis 


city. directory. 
Sims is held on«a technical charge of 


conspiracy to defraue the insurance 


company, but authorities say there 
probably will be no prosecution, as there 
is no evidence that he wrongfully tried 
to create the impression that he was 
dead, so that his $5000 life insurance 
policy could be collected. 

Sims’ wife, who: had been. searching 
for him eight yeafs and who came to 
St. Louis and identified him after his 
arrest here, has departed for her home 
in Atlanta, Ga. 

Shoemaker for many years was a 
Police Sergeant in the Carr Street Dis- 
trict. In tracking Sims, in less than 
three months he did the work that 
lawyers and shrewd detectives had spent 
years on without result 

Directed to Leok into Case. 

When Shoemaker opened his desk one 
morning early in April this’ year he 
found a memorandum saying a suit for 
$5000 had been filed against the company 
on a policy issued in 1904 to Clyde Mar- 
cellus Sims. A brief note accompanying 
the memorandum instructed Shoemaker 
to learn whether Sims was still alive. 

Deciding to do his own detective work, 
Shoemaker turned to old city directories, 
begining with the year 1904, when the 
‘policy was written. 

Searching for the ree} 
Clyde Sims, he went # wt 
directories issued from Se to 1912, The 
name was not ig them. 7 

From long police servicé; Shoemaker 
knew that it often hapnened that when 
a man alters his name-Me agually either 
lops off a part of it or & Spts a name 
closely resembling his real one. 

On this theory he started through the 
bulky directories again. But this time 
he looked for the name Marcellus Clyde. 
This search also was without result, 
But Shoemaker gid not give up. There 
was still the chance that in addition to 
dropping his surname, Sims had re- 
versed the order of his given names. 
‘The directories of 1904, 19% and 1906 
did not bear out this theory. 

Shoemaker persevered, and he was 


rewarded. In the 1907 directory he found 


the name Clyde Marcellus, whose occu- 
pation was given as an employe of the 
Fred Harvey lunchroom at Uniofi Sta- 
tion. 

The next car took Shoemaker to Unton 
Station. There he saw Mariager Mul- 
hall of the Harvey Juhehroom, who told 
him that @ man known as Clyde Mar- 
cellus had worked there th 1904 
again in the fall of 1806. 

Mulhall recalled that Marcellus visit- 
ed the lunchroom in 1907 and told em- 
ployés there that he was working for 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad. 

Stops at Towns and Camps. 

The M, K. & T. ig a big system 
operating in several states. Shoemaker 
didn’t mind that. He just got on a 
train and started west. He stopped at 
every important town, and at many 
grading and construction camps. 

In his pocket he carried a photograph 
of Sims, which had been sent to him by 
Sims’ wife, who wrote that. she would 
rather find her husband was alive than 
to collect the insurance. 

Though the photograph had been 
taken nearly ten years before it was 
recognized at several points along the 
line as that of a man who had worked 
for the company and had been variously 
known under the names Marcellus, 
Clyde and Sims. Shoemaker learned 
that this man had worked at Sedalia, 
Parsons, Kan.; Muskogee and Shawnee, 
~k. In each of these places the picture 
was recognized. 

At Miiskogee Shoemaker lost all traces 
of Sims, but he believed that the man 
he Was hunting had doubled back to- 
ward St. Louis. 

Shoemaker felt confident that if Sims 
should return here he Would go to the 
Harvey Lunchroom. So confident of this 
was he that when he arrived in St. 
Louis he went to the lunchroom and 
made an arrangement whereby Manager 
Mulhall was to call up a certain private 
detective agency if Sims should appear 
there.

is defended by several attorneys repre- 
senting the Roosevelt party, including 
L. W. Keplinger, and Representative F’. 
S. Jackson of Topeka. 

Representative Olmsted of Pennsylva- }. 
nia appears for the applicants. The 
question at issue is a broad one. The 
Taft leaders declare that the eight elec- 
tors they are trying to keep off the 
ticket were designated with the uoder- 
standing that they would abide by.the] 
decision of the Republican national con- j.

FROM SIX WARDS 


; 

Commissioner Blodgett’s Sus- 

picions Aroused by 21 Voters 
in One House. 








Capt. Schwartz of the Central District 
Station and Capt. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street Station are supervising a can- 
vass of the registration in certain pre- 
cincts of the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Wards, at the request of H. W. Blod- 
gett, a member of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. The canvass in 
each district is being made by two pa- 
trolmen, a Democrat and a Republican. 

Capt. Schwartz said Thursday that 
many men whose names are on the 
registration lists are not at the ad- 
dresses given, but that his subordinates 
had aot found any evidences of actual 
fraud. It was learned, he said, that all 
the men once resided at the addresses, 
but had died or moved away. 

Twenty men Were registered from one 
house at Twenty-first and Olive streets. 
The police could find none of them, 
but were given satisfactory proof that 
the voters once lived there, the Cap- 
tain said. 

In a six-hour study of the registra- 
tion lists, Blodgett found what he 
feared was evidences of ‘“padding.’””

Nominee Makes First Positive 
Declaration on Question of 
National Import. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEAGIRT, N. J., Aug. 1—Goy. Wil- 
gon this morning said that Democracy 
is united in support of the policy of a 


| gradual downward revision of the tariff. 


This is the first positive declaration 
made by the nominee on any question 
of national import since his nomination 
for the presidency. e 

‘It‘' was when discussing the visit of 
Hepresentative William C. Redfield of 
Brooklyn that the Governor, in answer 
to a question, definitely stated his at- 
titude an the tariff. His speeches in the 
pre_convention campaign, of course, 
dealt with the tariff among many sub- 
jects. 

‘Representative Redfield said he fa- 
vored a gradual downward revision of 
the tariff, the Governor was told. 


Compliments Redfield. 
“ think we all agree on that,’ was 
the nominee’s reply. ‘‘Mr. Redfield and 
I discussed the subject. He is a re- 
markably interesting man. Mob&t per- 
sons that talk tariff talk general prin- 
ciples. He talks facts almost entirely. 
He knows the facts, too. He 1s a man- 
ufacturer and has sold goods all over 
the world, and he knows what he is 
talking about.’’ 
Gov. Wilson did not hesitate to say 
he had profited much by his discussion 
with the Brooklyn man. At all times 
Gpv. Wilson is a good listener, 
when he is especially interested in a 
subject he asks many questions. 
After leaving the private office in 
‘The Little White House,” Representa- 
tive Redfield said: 
“It .s not a violation of confidence for 
me tv say Gov.

DR. MORFIT SUES 
FOR CHILD TOSAVE 
FORFEIT OF $10,000 


Asks Review of Divorce Case in 
Which Court Made Itself 
Parent of Daughter, II. 








Dr. John C. Morfit, former Hospital 
Commissioner, filed suit in the Circuit 
Court Thursday to review the trial at 
which he received a divorce from Mrs. 
Josephine H. N. Morfit 
1910. 


The purpose of the suit is to obtain 
entire custody of their  1ll-year-old 
daughter, Josephine Gregory Morfit.

Prosecutor. Has Message Sent to 
Gompers Day McNamaras 
Entered Pleas.

, LOS ANGELES, Aug. 1.—The deci- 


phering of cryptogram § messages by 
Assistant District Attorney W. J. Ford 
through his discovery of the secret code 
used by Clarence S. Darrow provided 


an unexpected sensation in the Darrow 
bribery trial. The messages disclosed 
yesterday were part of a large number 
of telegrams secured by the Federal 
authorities engaged in the dynamite in- 
vestigation. 

Among the documents in the posses- 
sion of the District Attorney is the tele- 
gram which was sent by Darrow tv 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, Dec. 1, 1911, 
the day on which the McNamaras’ 
pleas were taken. 

This message was not in court. On 
the same day, as appeared from the evi- 
dence taken early in the Darrow trial 
a check for $10,000, drawn upon the Mc- 
Namara defense fund by Frank -Morri- 
son, secretary of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and made payable to 
Darrow, was canceled.

BIXBY, TUTOR OF 
MARK TWAIN ON 
THe RIVER, DIES 





Veteran Mississippi Captain 
Found Dead at Maplewood 
Home. 





Horace PB. Bixby is dead. 
This was the sad word which went the 


Louis, Thursday, and called forth tender 
memories of a.man whose name is writ- 
ten in an immortal book. 

Capt. sHorace E. Bixby, the man who 
taught Mark Twain how to pilot a Mia- 
sissippi River steamboat, was found 
dead in bed at his home, 7414 Maple ave- 
nue, Maplewood, Thursday morning. He 
was 86 years old. 

The discovery was made by Mrs. Bix- 
by. 

Capt. Bixby had been in conten 
river service for 63 years. Until a ‘year 
ago he was on the staff of the United 
States snaggoat Wright, and at the 
time of his death he was commander 
of the towboat Nokomis. He had been 
pilot of some of the finest boats on the 
Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers. 

Prized Author’s Letters. . 

He began his career as a pilot in 
1849 and became Mark Twain's instruc- 
tor on the steamer Paul Jones in 1867. 
He was proud of his lifelong friendship 
with the great writer, and prized the 
many letters which he had received from 
him. For teaching Mark Twain to pilot 
a boat Capt. Bixby received $600. At 
least he always said he received it. Mark 
Twain, in his book, “Life on the Mis- 
sissippi,’’ is less specific. He merely 
says that he agreed to pay the money. 
He and Bixby drifted apart at the 
breaking out of the Civil War, but years 
afterwards they met and took a jour- 
ney together over the same stretches of 
river which they had traveled when 
Mark Twain was a pilot house cub. 
During the Civil War Bixby was con- 
fidential pilot for Commodores Foote 
and Davis of the Federal fleet, and he 
boasted that it was on his advice that 
Commodore Davis went into the battle 
of Memphis and turned apparent defeat 
into a victory. 

Capt. Bixby married the daughter of

A PAGE OF MR. STAREK’S RECORD. 
From the Post-Dispatch of March 19, [912. 

Charles B. Stark of this city has announced his 
candidacy, subject to the will of the voters in 
the August primaries, for the Democratic nomi- 
natiog for the State Supreme Court. In 1896 Mr. 
Star vas the attorney of the St, Louis School 
Board ‘of malodorous memory. Mr. Stark, as 
attorney for the School Board, with his salary and 
expenses paid out of the public school funds, 
spent two weeks lobbying against the bill to re- 
form ahd reorganize the board, which was. de- 
manded by an overwhelming majority of the St. 
Louis people and subsequently became law. Un- 
der the headline, “That Lobby Settles It,”, the St, 
Louis Republic published an editorial comment on 
the bill containing the following paragraph: 

Malign is a good word to apply to the in- 
_fluen¢es working at Jefferson City to defeat 

the Civic Federation school bill in the State 
Senate.. Led by Attorney Stark, who repre- 
sents the Filley combine of the School Board, 
the lobby against the bill is composed of 
contractors and “go-betweens” who have fat- 
tened’ on the corruption of the present system 
and are working for the continuance of fat 
opportunities.

ened by the Civic Federation bill, then pend- 
ing before the Senate, that he spent two 
weeks lobbying against the measure, and 
that his expenses during such service were 
demanded of and paid by the board out of 
publi¢ school moneys and that on a former 
occasion he had in like character performed 
like services in regard to another bill, for 
which he presented a demand against the 
corporation for several thougand dollars, we 
cannot say that the court committed error in 
advising the jury of those principles in this 
case.

Poeling. 

OELING is a process of cookery 
P carried out in an earthen cas- 
serole; but the finished dish is 
unlike the choice stew which we 
vsually associate with the casscrole, 
for no liquid is used in its preparation. 
The article poeled is treated just like 
a roast, being uncovered and basted 
with hot fat quite frequently. Lest the 
meat fry in the fat with which it is 
basted, it should be lifted out a littie 
from the bottom of the dish; three or) 
four skewers. laid in the bottom of the 
dish will serve the purpose. Usually a 
bed of sliced vegetables receives the 
articles to be cooked; this article may 
be poultry or birds nicely trussed, 
sweetbreads or boned and rolled meats. 
Poultry separated into joints is 
also available. Sliced vegetables are 
sprinkled above the article, hot fat is 
poured over, the cover is set in place 
and the dish is set in a moderate oven— 
to remain until the articl® is tender. 
The cover should be lifted and articie 
tasted with hot fat three of four timcs 
each hour. If the meat when tender 
be not sufficiently browned, remove the 
cover and baste with hot fat repeatedly 
that the proper shade of color be ac- 
quired; then remove the article from 
the casserole, cover and keep hot until 
ready to serve. To the vegetables and 
fat in the casserole add about a cup 
of brown veal stock (part Maderia is 
often used) and let simmer ten minutes 
to absorb the flavor of the vegetables; 
remove the fat, strain off the liquid 

and use as a sauce for the meat. 

This is not a new method of cooking 
but a simplified process of an old-time 
style of cookery. It is in reality a com- 
ination of roasting, braising and stew- 
ing. | 

a the best results there must be no 
waste of space in the dish; the earthen 
ish must be well filled by the article to 
be cooked. For roasting only choice 
cuts of tender meat or young poultry 
can be used; when poeling is employed 
either choice cuts or young poultry or 
cheap cuts and fowl will give equally 
good results. It is not essential that 
an article poeled be served from the 
casserole.

G AUTEING is cooking in a smal!
